The Pennsbury Joint School 
Building Authority and t h e 
Pennsbury Joint School Board 
last night took another giant 
step toward completing plans 
for the new high school to be 
built in Fairless Hills. 
Construction is expected to 
begin within the next few days. 
The boards accepted a bid on 
a $3,915,000 bond issue submit­ 
ted by the firm of Butcher and 
Sherrerd, Philadelphia brokers. 
Conditions of the bond issue 
were presented to the boards by 
John B. Richter, the firm’s rep­ 
resentative, who said the school 
district must agree to pay its 
respective share of the net lease 
rental in the amounts set forth 
by the firm. The bond issue will 


terminate in the year 2004. 
Pennsbury’s regional superin­ 
tendent, William W. Ingraham, 
told board members that the 
bond issue maintains an annual 
rental of $188,500. 
Have State OK 
“We already have approval 
from the state department of 
public instruction for an annual 
rental of $197,200. Once again 
we are in a good situation,” In­ 
graham said. 
At last week’s meeting, when 
the board approved the $3,915,- 
000 total for construction, Ingra. 
ham said it was $1,000 less than 
the figure approved by the state. 
The bond issue as presented 
by Richter was termed a “ne­ 
gotiated bid.” However, author­ 
ity members explained that the 
bond issue was private as op-
